American Aviation, Inc.. the Gallery will exhibit 
in the central loan gallery a large group of photo- 
graphs cf the several Bomber, Fighter and Trainer 
Plants of Englewood.

"Uprising" in the Phiilips Menora Gailsry:., This 
has just arrived at the Galiery for an indefinite 
loan and will be featured in the Masterpiece Room 


for the first two weeks of April. 


It was discovered in the 1920's in Paris in the 
neighborhood where Daumier had lived and made his 
world-famous lithographs. It was immediately 
hailed by the critic Arséne Alexandre as "the 
most important work we know or are ever likely to 
know of Daumier" and Mr. Phillips rates it the 
greatest painting in his collection. Mather has 
described it as follows: "It is one of the world's 
greatest pictures. This is not a mob. It is the 
mob of all times. We think of Michelangelo at the 
smoke-stained end of the Sistine Chapel." . 
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"The Uprising” was delayed in New York where a 
colour reproduction was being made of it. Now 
it ia in Kansas City to give us still another 
insight into the genius of this great humanit- 
arian, thia simple Parisian who has often been 
called the Rembrandt of the 19th century. 


"The Spanish Ballet" by Manet: "During the sum- 
mer of 1862 a troupe of Spanish dancers triunphed 
at the Hippodrome in Paris. It was a succesa 


similar to that of the Russian Ballet of our own 
period. The painters were among the most enthu- 
siastic admirers of the performance and young 
Edouard Manet was inspired to create adventure 
with his already brililant brush and courageous 
colour. He dared to ask the Spaniards to pose 
for him, singly and tovetoer, at his studio, 

and the results are important iundmarks in ths 
history of modern painting. The canvas entitled 
"Bollet Espagnol”, on which was shown the en- 
semble before the footlights, was ёс with 
spontaneous ecstacy in 1862 and is an exemple 

of Manet's astonishing genius in its earliest 
phase." 


So writes Duncan Phillips of his justly famous 
Manet. This painting is now in Kansas City and 
will be featured in the Masterpiece Room ror 
the last two weeks of April.
